There was a road back from Little Rock. 
There will be a road back from Oxford. This 
is the conviction to hold to at a dark mo­ 
ment in history. 
The second confrontation within a few 
years between a rebellious governor and the 
federal government was more serious than 
the first, but the eventual outcome will be 
the same. In each case, the power of the 
United States inevitably asserted its pre­ 
dominance. This must be. It cannot be 
otherwise if the Union is to survive. 
No American, however profound his be­ 
lief that racial integration and the equality 
of all citizens are right and must come, 
should permit himself any gloating at the 
expense of those who were pushed aside by 
federal power at the University of Missi 
ssjppi. Although intervention by force to 
carry out the orders of the courts became 
necessary, the fact that force was used is 
no cause for gratification. 
It is, rather, cause for soul-searching 
among all Americans. All of us, not South­ 
erners alone — not even merely Gov. Ross 
Barnett and those who followed him in de­ 
fiance of the United States — should study 
the question of responsibility for what hap­ 
pened at Oxford. All of us should ask how 
far w e w ould be willing to go, were our con­ 
victions as sorely attacked as were those of 
the diehard Mississippi segregationists, in 
abiding by the rule of law rather than the 
rule of men. 
This question was at the heart of the con­ 
frontation in Mississippi On the answer 
given everywhere in the United States de­ 
pends the strength of our society. Once we 
begin making exceptions to the basic prin­ 
ciple that we must be governed by due pro­ 
cess of law, that strength will begin to 
dwindle.

STATE RIGHTS 
When the President of the United States cam­ 
paigns to aid Senators and Representatives of his 
party for re-election, he is wholly within his 
rights. While he is, in this country, the Ut ad of 
State, the Prime Minister and Commander-In- 
Chief of the military forces, he is also the leader 
of his party. In all his capacities, tiny President 
will desire that the majority of both houses of 
Congress be of his party. This, for him. means that 
the Chairmen of Committees, with whom he has to 
work daily, will be of his party. 
When, however, the President of the United 
States campaigns for a Governor of a state, he 
steps (Hit of line. Unless he is a citizen of that 
particular state and a voter in it. whoever is 
Governor is none of his business. Such interference 
is usualy resented and most Presidents have been 
politically smart enough to stay away from such 
activities. 
New York and California, however, present 
special problems for President Kennedy. In both 
states, the candidates for Governor in 1962 may 
bo candidates for President in 1964. Richard 
Nixon’s chances in California have slightly im­ 
proved in recent months but only tx-cause the 
Democrats have become too cock-sure, which it is 
dangerous to be at any time. 
In New York State, Nelson Rockefeller is run­ 
ning against a phantom. Robert Morgenthau, hand­ 
picked in Washington and choked dow n the throats 
of the Democrats like a Strasbourg goose. Resent­ 
ment against Morgenthau’s nomination, at this 
moment, is so intense among Democrats that if a 
mass meeting were called at Madison Square Gar­ 
den. it would be necessary to pay the unemployed 
to attend. 
Therefore the need to bring in the President. 
He will, of course, draw a crowd and cheers. But 
it will be for himself not for the phantom. The 
appeal to the President to help the Democratic 
candidate is not surprising; it is unusual and un­ 
wise for him to lay himself open to the charge of 
interference. President Kennedy’s 
advisers on 
New York affairs are not serving him wisely. 
The issue in this state unfortunately is whether 
Nelson Rockefeller is to be the Republican candi­ 
date for President in 1964. Should he win by more 
than 500.000 votes, he will be the Republican 
candidate. The current estimate by politicians of 
both parties is that he will win by 750,000 votes. 
The pollster used by the Administration, Louis 
Harris, undoubtedly has other figures, but then 
when he assured Mayor Wagner as to the unavail­ 
ability of James A. Farley for Governor, he used 
a sample of 802 for 5,712,000 voters. A sample of 
802 proves nothing except for those who want 
nothing to be proved. 
The time for the Kennedys to have fought off 
Rockefeller was befire the Democratic Convention 
in New York State took place. Then a Democrat 
could have been nominated who stood a chance 
of being elected or who could, at any rate, have 
brought Rockefeller's majority down so low that 
he would not count in 1964. 
Instead, they chose a man whose greatest poli­ 
tical virtue was his Jewish ancestry-. He is a grand­ 
son of Henry Morgenthau. Sr., a son of Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., and a relative of former Senator 
Lehman. However, if a man s principal virtue is a 
Jewish ancestry, Jews expect him to he a Jew, 
which is an emotional and spiritual relationship to 
a tradition and a history and which is marked by 
belonging, by adherence, by a synagogal asser­ 
tion. 
Jews abhor the buying and selling of the Jew­ 
ish vote by politicians. Tne record in New York 
establishes beyond doubt that there is no Jewish 
vote, just as there is no longer a German vote or 
an Irish vote. Whenever a candidate has attempted 
to use this issue, he has been defeated, as he 
should be. It is resented as an impertinence. It is 
most resented when the one who uses it has no his­ 
tory' of Jewish association and affiliation. 
There was once a candidate for Mayor of New 
York who discovered that it was no advantage 
among Jews to appear suddenly and assert has 
Jewishness. The story goes that he became a mem­ 
ber of 15 synaogues In one day and was roundly 
defeated. Had lie been a member of one synagogue 
the whole of his life, one might have believed in 
his sincerity. Fakers are not needed anywhere.

Dr. Edmund 
ibsen of Chicago has devoted 
many years to L. 
problem. He found that most 
people have to learn to relax by persistent prac­ 
tice. 
The best position for complete relaxation of all 
the skeletal muscles—those attached to bones as 
contrasted to the muscles of the internal organs 
—it flat on the back with the legs out straight and 
the arms at the sides. In this position no part is 
overlapping. 
Practice letting the arms and legs go loose like 
a wet rag. It is important to recognize the dif­ 
ference between the feeling of contraction and the 
feeling of relaxation in these large muscles. 
It 
you feel these muscles tensing up oven a little, 
try to relax them. If this proves difficult, draw 
up the arms or legs hard, then try to let them go 
again. 
Sometimes taking a few slow, deep breaths 
while you try to relax is helpful. 
Learning to 
relax the arms and legs should be relatively easy. 
Next try to breathe in a relaxed fashion. It 
you have learned to recognize the feeling of mus­ 
cular tension you will And that, even though the 
muscles of the diaphragm contract and relax, 
there is a difference between the short breaths 
that* accompany anxiety and the slower, relaxed 
breathing that usually accompanies sleep. 
The 
latter should be the aim when you try- to unwind. 
Whim you have learned to relax your breath­ 
ing you w-ill have come a long way, but before you 
can relax effectively you must learn to relax the 
small muscles around your eyes and around your 
larynx or voice box. Here again, if you feel them 
tightening up. it helps to make them real tight 
for a few seconds then let go completely. Don't 
get discouraged. 
Keep trying. • 
Make your mind as nearly blank as possible. 
Don’t try- to lull yourself into a relaxed state by 
singing, counting sheep, or reciting poetry-. Just 
think of absolutely nothing and you will be sur­ 
prised how much more relaxed the small muscles 
of the eyes and larynx will become 
This routine is especially recommended for un­ 
winding. or for short naps. Few people can sleep 
all night in this position. 
Relaxing at your work is another story. 
You have heard that an athlete or a singer 
must be relaxed to become really proficient. Ob­ 
viously this cannot be complete relaxation 
It re­ 
quires that the performer use some muscles to 
their limit. 
Tile secret is to relax muscles not 
needed at the moment to accomplish the task at 
hand, to follow through and not make jerky move­ 
ments. 
When this is done you at once improve 
your performance and are less tired when you 
f:ush.

Learning to relax will add years to your life 
and increase your enjoyment cf each day.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
Passage of the Trade Expansion 
Act of 1962 unquestionably will 
be the outstanding achievement 
of the Kennedy administration 
and the 87th Congress. 
Congressional 
approval 
and 
presidential signing of this legis­ 
lation, 
however, 
will 
not 
by 
themselves result in the $2 bil­ 
lion increase in U.S. ex {orts that 
has been promised. 
That may take year* to real­ 
ize. Full effects of the* Trade Act 
may odt be felt before 1970. 
A first requirement is for the 
Tariff Commission, 
the State, 
Commerce, 
Agriculture, 
Labor 
and other departments of govern- 
merit to get together on regula­ 
tions which will implement the 
act. Its success will depend in 
large measure on these interpre­ 
tations. 
TO ADMINISTER THE ACT, 
Congress wrote into the law a 
provision for a new high govern­ 
ment official. He will be the 
equivalent of a U.S. foreign trade 
czar. He will be in charge of ail 
fur ure tariff negotiations. 
This man will be appointed by 
the President and confirmed by 
the Senate. He must be accept­ 
able to business and know his 
way around government and in­ 
ternational trade circles. 
He will have the rank of an 
aml>assador but will work under 
the White House. 
His immediate staff is expected 
to lie small. Existing agencies 
of government will be utilized. 
Some of them, like Tariff Com­ 
mission, probably will have to 
increase their staff organization 
and personnel. They must handle 
a new government function of 
adjustment assistance to U.S..in­ 
dustries that claim injury from 
increased imports due to lowered 
American duties on foreign-made 
goods. 


It will hold hearings and con­ 
duct Investigations to make sure 
that a drop in any business is not 
due to just bad management and 
that there is no fraud in a claim 
for government assistance to 
convert to a new business, 
ADMINISTRATION OF the 
assistance to management prob­ 
ably will be handled by Com­ 
merce Department, Small Busi­ 
ness 
Administration or other 
suitable 
government 
lending 
agencies. 
Administration of adjustment 
assistance to workers who lose 
their jobs through foreign com­ 
petition will be handled by De­ 
partment of Labor through its 
new Manpower Retraining pro­ 
gram. 
As soon as a worker is laid off 
in one of these casal, he will be 
eligible for regular unemploy­ 
ment insurance benefits under 
the existing state system. But 
when it is determined that this 
loss of job is caused by foreign 
competition from lowered tariff 
rates, 
the

worker for a new job will be 
paid for from federal funds. 
TIUC WORK OF THE TRADE 
I ZAR in conducting future tariff 
negotiations may take two or 
three years 
to organize. The 
government must decide first 
what commodities or manufac­ 
tured products it wants to ne­ 
gotiate on and in what areas 
there should be across-the-board 
tariff cuts. Six months are al­ 
lowed for hearings before nego­ 
tiations are Conducted with for­ 
eign countries. 
Office of International Trade 
in State Department now under 
Leonard Weiss, probably will be 
continued as the active negotiat­ 
ing agency. But the series of

WASHINGTON- -In a troubled 
world and in a troubled nation, it 
Is heartening to report a simple 
incident which furnishes a sym­ 
bol of hope. 
Fifteen United States Senators 
gathered one day this week to 
pray together and to ponder the 
lessons of a spiritual heritage. 
This breakfast group, In vailing 
numbers and including some for­ 
mer Senators, too, has been 
meeting for nearly 20 years on 
Wednesday mornings when Con­ 
gress is in session What is said 
behind the closed doors Is not for 
publication. 
This 
writer, who 
happens to lie a member of the 
group, has listened for many 
years now to some of the moat 
impressive talks on spiritual mat­ 
ters, which he wishes could have 
been published. These discussions 
are not concerned with sectarian­ 
ism, but with the broader phases 
of religious life. They come spon­ 
taneously from the heart and 
consciences of men who have 
faith in God. 
- These are men of both parties 
and of varied political philoso­ 
phies and church affiliations and 
from all sections of the country— 
names prominent in the day’s de­ 
bates and in the factional strife 
of our political system. But when 
they sit down together. It is in a 
common partnership of the hu­ 
man spirit. 
When the Senators gathered 
this week for the last meeting 
of the year, events in the back­ 
ground were more challenging 
than ever before. As they arrived 
at the private dining room in the 
Capitol, they had just heard over 
the radio the first few minutes 
of news about the sanding of an­ 
other American into outer space. 
The 
Senate, 
along 
with 
the 
House, has been deeply concern­ 
ed legislatively with the venture* 
of the U.S. astronauts into space. 
It is not easy to put aside as 
mere science the miracle of man 
speeding through spare at 17,500 
miles an hour nor to forget the 
possible miltary implications of 
the space coolest in the midst of 
a cold war. Nor can feelings 
over the tragedies and contro­ 
versies in the life of the nation 
be swept aside as mere emotion 
without full understanding. 
The Principal Issue 
For the baric point is whe­ 
ther man can triumph over him­ 
self — over the evils of a man­ 
made environment Can the cold 
war, for instance, he won? Why 
is It that, despite the billions of 
dollars spent each year for for­ 
eign aid and the hundreds of bil­ 
lions expended in the last decade 
for defense, the battle is far 
from won, and there are skeptics 
who even question whether it 
ever will be? 
Why in the war of words is 
truth 
distorted • and 
brushed 
aside? 
Why have so many tens 
of millions of persons been taken 
behind the Iron Curtain year 
after year under a dynasty that 


doesn’t believe In God? 
These 
are questions in the minds not 
only of the men in public life in 
America, but in the minds of 
peoples throughout what we call 
the "free world.” 
What is the meaning of th# 
egotism that says man is all- 
powerful and that there isn’t any 
need to rely on anything else? 
What doe* a flight through outer 
space emphasize — the achieve­ 
ments of many in science or tho 
inspiration of a powerful God? 
The seeming helplessness of 
man in a troubled world is la­ 
mented of righteous men and 
women w ho do seek some guid­ 
ance. 
Inevitably, the quest for an 
answer turns on faith and tbs 
guidance of God. 
For centuries 
past, men have sought to rely on 
the teaching of the Scriptures 
and on the sermons of God-fear­ 
ing leaders. 
Translated 
into 
present-day 
problems, the st niggle is be­ 
tween the passion that tends to 
rely wholly on a doctrine of 
physical forge nnd the more dif­ 
ficult but nevertheless growing 
understanding of the power of 
moral force. 
Moral force isn’t, of course, 
mere pacifism or non-resistance 
as against the basic law of self- 
preservation. Moral force is the 
combined power of individuals 
who are ready to make the su­ 
preme sacrifice for what they feel 
is right. This means a search for 
truth and the courage to pro­ 
nounce It and communicate it 
around the world. 
But to convey truth requires a 
sense of conviction. Unless the 
champion of truth is himself free 
from the evils of ambition or 
selfishness—or of the prejudices 
of self-interest that make it dif­ 
ficult to jierceive truth — moral 
force cannot gain its victory. 
A Crusade for Truth 
There must lie millions of per­ 
sons behind the Iron Curtain who 
know they cannot rely on them­ 
selves, but must seek the guid­ 
ance of a higher being. There 
must lie many millions on this 
side of the Iron Curtain who are 
ready to crusade for truth and 
the rightness of their cause. 
War and its bloodshed may 
come again, as it has in the |»a.st, 
Gut man can pray persistently to 
God for guidance and have faith 
in the willingness of a Supreme 
Being to bring light to a dark­ 
ened world. War comes as a re­ 
sult of the acts of misguided 
cliques and regime*. Peoples have 
been slow to exert their concert­ 
ed power to establish their will 
without coml at. 
Moral force may some day bs 
better understood than it is to­ 
day. It is significant, however, 
that men in high places are con­ 
stantly praying to God f o r guid­ 
ance, even as our forefathers did 
when nearly 200 years ago they 
made their sacrifices and found­ 
ed the American Republic.

Welfare Districts 
Must Give More to 
Blind. Disabled 


ALBANY. N.Y. (AP) - Local 
welfare districts will have to al­ 
low at least $4 a month, begin­ 
ning in mid-1963, to each aged, 
blind and disabled person on re­ 
lief rolls for such expenditures as 
transportation, errands, 
postage, 
newspapers and telephones. 
George K. Wyman, state wel­ 
fare commissioner, said total al­ 
lowances for those purposes now 
range “ as low as $1 monthly” in a 
number of districts. 
Approximately 97,000 of the 500,- 
000 persons on relief throughout 
the state will be affected, 
Wyman explained the order was 
being issued in view of a monthly 
increase of $4.20 per person in the 
federal 
government’s 
allocation 
for relief assistance to the aged, 
blind and disabled. 
The increased allowance for the 
incidentals must be put into ef­ 
fect in New York City by next 
June 30 and elsewhere in the state 
by next May I. 
Wyman also reported the state 
would saw $5.3 million in the 18 
months ending March 31, 1%4. as 
a result of adm inistrative changes 
under recently amended federal 
welfare laws. 
The law provides for combin­ 
ing the aged, blind and disabled 
assistance programs for adminis­ 
trative purposes. The New York 
department will do so Oct. 
I. 
thereby increasing the amount of 
federal aid to which it is entitled. 
Federal administrative costs are 
being reduced through the change.

XXIUt's calling of the council im­ 
plies as much. 
The council is the first since 
another Vatican Council *2 years 
ago, which defined the doctrine of

The fixing of that dogma in 1870 
culminated a trend toward Church 
centralization.

notes Richard Cardinal Cushing of

AI .BANY, N.Y. (AP) - Ballon 
declared void in a primary fight 
for the Republican nomination for 
the State Assembly from Schuyler 
County will be examined on or­ 
ders of the Appellate Division of 
State Supreme Court. 
A-sse-mNyman Jerry W. Black, 
a Trumansburg farmer, won by 
29 votes over John P. Callahan of 
Watkins Glen. 
State Supreme Court denied Cal­ 
lahan’s request that all oI the 2,- 
811 ballots east be examined. But 
the Appellate Division, Third De­ 
partment, 
decided 
unanimously 
Wednesday 
that 
the 81 
ballots 
classified as void should be exam­ 
ined. 
The appellate court said that 81 
ballots were voided in both die as­ 
sembly contest and in the contest 
for county treasurer and that in 
13 of the 19 election districts the 
number of 
ballots 
voided was 
identical for both offices. 
The court said: 
“The exact coincidence of the 
number of void ballots for both 
offices in so many districts sug­ 
gest s the possibility of error of 
judgment on die part of election 
inspectors in holding some of the 
ballots to be void.” 
The voting was done on paper 
ballots. The court said that al­ 
though a vote for one office might 
be void because of a voter’s er­ 
ror, the vote for the other of fie* 
was not necessarily void too.

The 
spirit isis use this and w rap It 
up in superstition and absurd prac­ 
tices 
to fool 
the sincere, 
but 
despairing people in all d aises 
of society. 
A secondary cause for this un­ 
precedented noot-hold of spiri­ 
tism is the lack of priests. There 
is approximately one priest for 
every 10,000 people. 
Conditions in the interior are 
prim itive and transportation is 
precarious. Thus, the few m is­ 
sionaries in the country are hard 
put to get into contact w ith their 
parishioners. But the spiritists 
are there. It takes no special 
training. It takes no sacrifice. It 
takes little time to be a spiritist. 
Also it is in some places a statu s 
symbol. 
The 
spiritist 
medium 
takes on the air of an old testa­ 
m ent 
prophet. 
He even 
u*«es 
things 
like colyrium 
to cure 
common ailm ents and is thus 
looked up to by many as a mod­ 
ern saviour. O fter the spiritist 
rem edies are so senseless th a t 
they actually cause more sick­ 
ness. This is so true th a t even 
the Brazilian governm ent has 
passed laws against the practice 
of spiritism and m ade it a fed­ 
eral offense. Spiritism is a prim e 
cause of insanity in Brazil. This 
fact is corroborated by the best 
medical authorities in the coun­ 
ty be they P rotestant, Atheist, 
Com m unist or Catholic. 
A nother point mentioned by 
F ath er Q uilty was the attitude 
of the B razilian people in the 
face 
of 
Communism 
vs. 
the 
U.S.A. 
In Brazil there are six na­ 
tional unions. Four are complete­ 
ly In the hands of the commies. 
The man in the street favors 
Russia because the commies in 
Brazil are a dedicated minority. 
They are alert and use thrir 
propaganda 
wisely. They also 
grow by U. S. error.

Parking facilities for persons 
draw n for jury duty was dis­ 
cussed by W illiam B. M artin, 
Dem ocratic candidate for sher­ 
iff, at a m eeting of K ingston 
D em ocratic com m itteem en and 
Dem ocratic 
candidates

m eeting 
in 
A m erican 
Legion 
Hall. 
M artin said th a t under Local 
Law No. I, of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors 
for 
the 
year 
1958, 
which deals w ith parking area 
surrounding the court house, the 
sheriff is empowered to super­ 
vise use of the parking grounds 
and is "given discretionary’ pow- 
ere." The area is equipped w ith 
parking m eters for public use. 
Calling those selected for jury 
duty "m ore or less captives” once 
they go into the court house, 
M artin 
said m any 
have been 
penalized because of overtim e 
parking 
“and 
also 
countless 
m ore have been inconvenienced 
by having to run down the flight 
of stairs in the court house to 
their cars to pay additional park­ 
ing fees.” 
These people, M artin charged, 
are “innocent victims of a rule 
which the sheriff and others said 
could not be avoided or m ade to 
accom m odate these special cir­ 
cum stances.”

000 members, was the fourth dairy 
cooperative to move into the milk- 
processing field in the state. 
The trend results, the coopera­ 
tives say, from the view that 
operation of their own manufac­ 
turing plants gives farm ers g reat­ 
er control over prices and disposal 
of surplus production. 
Ward Phelps of Covington Pa., 
Metropolitan president, said the 
Fort Plain plant would be expand­ 
ed and was expected to process 
milk valued at $9 million produced 
each year within IOO miles of Fort 
Plain. 
The plant, which has been a 
milk-receiving station, is owned 


by Adler's Creamery’ Inc., a sub­

Phelps said the lease had been J 
arranged through the Fort Plain 
Development Corp. 
A spokesman at the agency's 
headquarters here said Metropoli­ 
tan hoped eventually to buy the 
plant. 
The Eastern Milk Producers Co- i 
operative Association had sought j 
building a plant jointly wnth Met- j 
ropolitan. Eastern’s farm er dele­ 
gates 
last June authorized ex­ 
penditure of up to $400,000 on con­ 
struction

manufacturing 
plant. 
The Mutual Federation of Inde­ 
pendent 
Cooperatives 
has 
been 
processing a million pounds of 
milk a day since last April in a 
plant on which membem hold a 
purchase option. The plant was 
built by Mutual Milk Sales Inc. of 
laurel, Md., at a cost of $1.5 mil­ 
lion. 
The Dairymen’s league joined 
last February with an alliance of 
three Western New York coopera­ 
tives to expand the capacity of a 
processing plant at Batavia. The 
production goal was set at a mil­ 
lion pounds a day.
